TRIALS MADE IN’ WEST. 


Dr.. Billings i Opens | Fourth An- 
nal Meeting of Tubereu- 
losis Association. 


Although the scores of physicians who ad- 
dressed the American Medica! association 


last week limited their predictions to the 
checking of the white plague through hy- 
gienic methods, a confident young English- 
man, Dr. Gerald B. Webb, told the National 
Association for the Study of Prevention of 
Tuberculosis yesterday that he hoped to es- 
tabliech a method for securing immunity from 
the disease. 

Dr. Webb did not go into details as to his 
method of research beyand an outline of 
the steps he already has taken, and while 
his theory was not entirely new, it never hes 
heen followed out as thoroughly as he in- 
tends, and he was given the best wishes of 
the 200 physicians who heard him. 

The physician is still a young man and in 
his home in Colorado Springs, where he went 
because of his own dread of lung trouble, he 
intends to make his life work the isolation of 
the tuberculosis germ for the purpose of 
experimenting along lines aiming toward the 


Experiments with Mice. 

His report to the association was a brief 
preliminary statement of his experiments 
upon mice with the poison of melignant an- 
thrax, a deadly disease frequent among 
brutes and occasionally found in man. He 
stated that while his early efforts to pre- 
pare his diminutive subjects so that an addi- 
tional amount of the bacilli would not affect 
them had not been*fruitful, more lately he. 
had succeeded in filling the mice with enough 
of-the germs so that they were immune from 
attacks of the disease. 

When he has completed his work in this 
line, he said, he intends to turn his undivided 
attention to experiments with tuberculosis 
cultures injected into guinea pigs. As he left 
the banquet hall where the meeting was held 
he was asked to explain his plans more fully.

“No wide awake manufacturer would al- 
low his machinery to wear itself out need- 
lessly, he said. He knows that the econo- 
my of machinery will more than offset the 
price of the installation of a new equipment. 
We should endeavor to educate him that he 
should show the same consideration for his 
employés, whether they are in his shops or 
their homes. 

Plans Fall Congress. 

The report of the committee of arrange- 
ments for the international congress to ut 
held in Washington on Sept. 24, with Pres 
dent Roosevelt as the presiding officer, was 
made by Dr. Lawrence F. Flick of Phila- 
delphia. : 0 

Delegates from forty states in the union 
already have been appointed by the gov- 
ernors of the states, and a large number of 
municipalities also will send their own rep- 
resentatives. Prizes aggregating nearly 
$10,000 have been offered for the best means 
advanced for carrying on the crusade, 
whether the entry be in the form of model 
houses, packages of prophylactic supplies, 
educational leaflets, or model laws. 


Says “Protect the Children.“ 

Before the section on tuberculosis in chil- 
dren, Dr. Theodore B. Sachs of Chicago de- 
clared that consumption never will be defeat- 
ed until the children of the country are ade- 
quately protected from its attacks. 

With the assistance of the tupverculosis insti- 
tute and the Visiting Nurses’ association he 
had made an imvestigation of the condition 
of children in families of which either one or 
both parents were tuberculous. It covered 
146 families in Chicago's poorer districts, 
and of 458 children born of tuberculous par- 
ents before that disease appeared, ninety- 
three had died, and 126 out of the 280 
living ones examined had been attacked by 
the disease. 

Of the 156 born after the parents had de- 
veloped the lung trouble, forty-one had died 
of the ninety-two examined 
showed signs, of consumption. He held that 
it had not been inherited but had been caused 
by infection from living with the parents. 


Criticises Health Department. 

The joint meeting of the clinical and patho- 
logical sections was marked by criticism of 
the practice followed by the Chicago health 
department in the distribution of free tu- 
berculin for administration in doses of four 
milligrams. 

With the greater interest in tuberculosis 

therapeutics there has come also a renewal! | 
of the use of subcutaneous injections. for 

diagnostic purposes,” said Dr. Arnold C. 

Klebs of Chicago. I have for years prac- 

ticed them, and, as I have said before, its 

diagnostic value approaches closely that of 

finding tubercle bacilli in the tissues, but it 

is not a method to be recommended gen- 

erally. 

“In my estimation the time has not come 
when we can apply tuberculin on a large 
scale as has recently been done in this city 
by the furnishing of free tuberculin on the 
part of our health department and especially 
not in the doses recommended. It seems to 
me, therefore, that the ‘subcutaneous test, 
although. of eminent value to the sanitarium 
physician who can closely observe his pa- 
tient, adds but little to the . facili- 
ties of the general practice.

W. N. Heltzel, a member of the union, re- 
fused to work with Carlstrom and was dis- 
charged. 

A committee of the union went to Jackson 
and demanded that Caristrom be discharged. 
The demand was refused at first, but later 
complied with, The committee then went to 
Supt. Jens Jensen of the west parks and 
demanded that Heitzel be reinstated. Supt. 
Jenser. told the members of the committee 

‘he would resign before he would permit 
Heltzel's reinstatement. 


Three Unions in the Strike. 

The members ot three local unions, local 
No. 134, local No. 49, and local No. 9 will be 
involved in the strike. They include linemen, 
dynamo tenders, switchtenders, inside men, 
and lamp trimmers.

CENSURE OF SUPREME COURT 
FOR JUDGE M’EWEN STANDS. 


Issuance of Habeas Corpus Writs After 
Cases Are Decided by Higher Tribu- 
nal Will Not Be Argued Again. 


Judge Willard M. McEwen will not be able 
to escape the censure of the Supreme court 
for granting writs of habeas corpus to pris- 
oners whose cases had already been reviewed 
by the higher tribunal. Ina decision handed 
down yesterday the Supreme judges refused 
to entertain a motion for a rehearing of his 
appeal and the censure will stand. 

When Judge McEwen allowed a practical 
rehearing of the case of John A. Cooke, the 
defauking Circuit court clerk, through a 
writ of habeas corpus a writ of certiorari was 
directed against him. 

The Supreme court found Judge McEwen in 
error and censured his action. He sought a 
rehearing ov a technicality, through a mo- 
tion to amend the judgment to conform with 
the record. 

After reviewing the evidence in the case 
the judges of the higher court at Springfield 
announced yesterday that the motion would 
not be received, and the case was closed as 
far as a new hearing of the matter is con- 
oerned.

In the second 
place, which is a thing that rubs the fur the 
wrong way in Wall street, it is proposed to 
give the commission the right to ay whether 
a railroad shall isewe more securities than 
it has property or business to back up. 

This is.a policy of. such widespread effect 
that it cannot be written into any platform 
of the republicans without a fight. It is not 
really as radical as it seeme to be on the 
surface, because if federal contro} over inter- 
state commerce is sufficient to regulate the 
rates, it also is sufficient to prevent theswin- 
dling of the public by repeated issues of se- 
curities, followed by an advance in rates to 
the general public for the sole purpose of pay- 
ing the fixed charges of these fraudulent 
promises to pay. 

Anti-Trust Law a Problem. 

Just how far the convention will go in the 
indorsement of the president's policy for a 
modification of the anti-trust law 
to be seen. He proposes, in ef, that the 
bureau of corporations should hold a sort of 
summary court on all trusts and combina- 
tions, and should separate the sheep from the 
goats, issuing a clean bill of health to those 
combinations which seem to be fairly for the 
public good, although, of course, organised 
for private gain; while to the bad, wicked, 
and harmful trusts the protection of fed- 
eral license should be withheld, thus pre- 


‘venting the use of their. products in interstate 


commerce. 

It is likely the platform declaration on 
this subject at Chicago, if there be one, wil} 
be mild, amd perhaps only suggestive. Even 
the president's friends probahly would be 
content with that, as the subject is so new 
and involves such a radical change in busi- 
ness conditions that congress would have to 
deliberate a long ti me over it. 

Somewhat the same conditions prevail in 
regard to the president’s repeated favorable 
mention of an inheritance tax as a means of 
preventing the handing down from father to 
son of swollen fortunes. It is not deemed 
likely that the platform bullders will go to the 
extent of making any radical declaration in 
this regard, although it is reasonably certain 
the democrats will at Denver, and that they 


‘will tack on to it an income tax plank as 


well.

HEROIC NURSE BOWS TO LOVE 


Francess M. West Will Be Mar- 
ried to Illinois Man Today. 


HER DEEDS OF SACRIFICE. 


Roosevelt Himself Once Personally 
Praised Chicago Woman. 


Many Chicagoans will go to Sandwich, III., 
today to be present at the marriage of Miss 
Francess M. West and Isaac Francis Hatcher 
of Morris, IIL. which is to take pace at the 
home of Dr. and Mrs. G. Sheridan Culver 
of Sandwich at 2 o'clock. 

Dr. and Mrs. Culver are intimate friends 
of the bride to be, around whose name so 
muche romance circles that she is known 
throughout the country. Miss West, who 
Was graduated from the Hahnemann hos- 
pital in Chicago in 1896, served in Cuba as 
an army nurse in the Seventh Army corps, 
commanded by Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. 

By all the known laws of story book 
lore she should not be marrying Mr. Hatcher, 
who is just one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent of the land owners in the vicinity 
of Morris. No novelist would have permitted 
her to do otherwise than to wed one of the 
men whose: lives she has saved, ejther 
through private nursing, war nursing, or at 
the wreck of the Royaf Blue flyer of the B.

Story of Her Heroism. 


The Royal Blue was on its way from Chi- 
cago to Washington when, in the middle ofa 
late November night, it crashed into a freight 
on an open switch at Carbon.

Early in the evening Miss West, who hada 
berth in the Pullman, became so nervous 
with the feeling that disaster was impending 
that she went into the day coach, This was 
why she was in immediate readiness to slip 
out ioto the darkness with the first recovery 
from the crash, and seek the injured. 

When found, she was beneath the engine 

caring for the passenger engineer, and bind- 

ing up wounds, by which immediate attention 
the life of the man was saved. The nurse 
passed from one injured man to the next, 
working rapidly and caring for them until 
they had been taken to the hospital in a 
nearby. town. 


Later, at a White house reception in honor | 


of the war nurses, Miss West was singled | 
from the group by the president and intro- 
duced by him as the heroine of the wreck.

BATTERY D IS INCREASED; 
150 NEW MEN MUSTERED IN. 


Ceremony Is in Charge of Capt. Maurice 
Woolman, Who Has Been a Member 
for Thirty Years. 


Capt. Maurice Woolman, who for thirty- 
one years has been a member of the battery 
D, Illinois National guard, mustered 150 men 
into the battery last night at the armory, 
Fullerton and Lincoln avenues. He was as- 
sisted by Col. L. D. Green, Other officers 
present were Capt. John M. Palmer and Col.

CAUSE OF NAVAL MUSS? 
Publication of Kaiser’s Letter 


Said to Have Been Illness’ 
First Sign. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 6, 3 a. m.—Lord Tweed- 
mouth, lord president of the council, has col- 
lapsed from nervous breakdown and hes 
been ordered to take the rest cure in the 
country. It is eaid he is so ll he cannot 
even write a letter of resignation, 

Rumors of Lord Tweedmouth's mental and 
physical condition, which was held in politi- 
cal circles as partly responsible for his in- 
Ciscretion early in the year regarding corre- 
spondence he had with Emperor William of 
Germany touching upon naval matters, have 
been circulated in this city for some time. 

His illness is now referred to as the dark 
blot that has swept down upon him in the 


prime of manhood.” 


It is. understood that he will not be seen 
again in the house of lords, for an extended 


period, at least. 


Commission to Replace Him. 

Arrangements have been madeto carry out 
his duties as lord president of the council by 
a commission until the end of the parlia- 
mentary session, when a reconstruction of 
the cabinet will take place. 

The English public was stirred to the depths 
on March 6 of this year by the announce- 
ment that Tweedmouth had received a let- 
ter from the kaiser, in which it was said 
the German rulér tried to influence the naval 
policy of England. 

The matter was almost the sole topic in 
parliament, in the newspapers, and in diplo- 
matic circles. The press considered it the 
greatest sensation in England for many a 
day. 

Such a storm was raised that Tweedmouth 
broke his customary silence and issued a 
statement, saying he had received a letter 
from William while first lord of the admiral- 
ty, but that the epistle was purely a per- 
sonal one and had no bearing on Great Brit- 
ain's navy. 

Asquith Comes to Rescue. 

The cabinet met. H. H. Asquith, then chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, after the session 
appeared in the house of commons and cor- 
roborated Tweedmouth’s assertion, saying 


the Teuton monarch's missive was only 


friendly and private and that Tweedmouth's 
answer was in a like spirit. Further, As- 
quith said, the cabinet had decided on the 
naval estimate before the letter came. 

The public still demanded the communica- 
tion be published. The Times was especial 
virulent against the kaiser, calling the affair 
a “‘ national insult.“ Government papers, one 
and all, assalled The Thunderer“ for try- 
ing to stir up strife,” and W. T. Stead said its 
editor ought to be shot.

Kaiser’s Answer Is Blunt 

The cause of it all—the letter—dealt chiefly 
with a remark by Lord Esher to the effect 
that the kaiser would be pleased by Esher's 
rétirement. The kaiser denied this, and his 
denial was in blunt termes. 

When Emperor William visited Windsor 
castle some time prior to the controversy 
Lord er was engaged in improving the 
drainage system at the castle. The emperor: 
said in his letter that Lord Esher had better 
keep “on drain pipes and stay out of the 
navy.“ 

The matter caused bitterest talk in both 
England and Germany.

Nemidoff, a singer, for a necklace 
purchased by her former husband, Count 
Boni de Castellane, pointing out that her in- 
come now is only $6,000 per month and that 
it would be impossible to pay such a large 
sum immediately.

OUTCOME. 


Slavs Anxious to Enter Treaty with 
England and France. 


LONDON, June 5.—King Edward, Queen 
Alexandra, and Princess Victoria started for 
Reval, Russia, tonight for a visit to the em- 
peror of 

A large suite accompanied the royal party, 
including Sir Charles Hardinge, permanent 
under secretary of the foreign office; Sir Ar- 
thur Nicolson, British ambassador to St. 
Petersburg; Admiral Fisher, and Lieut. Gen. 
Sir John French. 

The party reached Port Victoria at 11 
o'clock tonight and boarded the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, on which the trip will 
be made. 


‘Effects of Visit Discussed. 
“ST. PETERSBURG, June 5. -The effects of 
King Edward's forthcoming visit to Russia 
are being canvassed in political circles here, 
principally with regard to its relation to Ger- 
many, againet which the broad trend of the 
king's recent policies is supposed to run. 

Serious politicians hold that King Edward's 
statesmanship has now to face the hardest 
test, the initiating of more intimate relations 
with Russia, on whose soil he will be the first 
English king to set foot. The task, however, 
will be facilitated by the political necessities, 
and mutual advantages will be equally appre- 
clated by both sides. 

Public opinion here is ready to meet Eng- 
land more than half way. All political par- 
ties, except the extreme reactionaries, look 
upon an Anglo-Ruesian accord as natural to 
the completion of the chain of Franco-Rus- 
sian and Anglo-French ties. 


Many Questions Need Decision. 


At the meeting by King Edward and Em- 
peror Nicholas particular attention will be 
given to questions relating to Morocco and 
Macedonia, regarding which the need of a 
common Angio-Rusgsian-French policy is es- 
pecially feilt. The imminence of A ä 
succession also forces to the foreground the 
question of central Europe, in which Russia 
is vitally interested. 

An agent in favor of an Anglo-Russian un- 
derstanding has been the anti-German senti- 
ment which has been artificially stimulated 
by, the recent Slavic reunion in St. Peters- 
burg. The participation of Austrian dele- 
gates in this conference has been viewed 
askance at Berlin and Vienna. 

As an indication, however, that the Rus- 
sian government considers the Pan-Slavic 
propaganda has gone too far, the police re- 
cently dispersed a meeting of the delegates 
which was being held in the editorial offices 
of the Slavo. 


NATIONALIST ORGAN CALLS 
FOR EXECUTION OF DREYFUS. 


L’Action Francaise Appeals to France 
to Turn to the Duke of Orleans-and 
Make Him King. 


PARIS, June 5.—Whether yesterday's at- 
tempt upon the life of Maj. Alfred-Dreyfus 
was only the individual act of a man be- 
lieving himself to have béen an outraged 
patriot or had behind it an incipient na- 
tionalist plot, the republican press is.unan- 
imous in deploring the incident and believes 
it injured rather than aided that cause. Even 
those papers.which doubted the wisdom of 
burying Emile Zola in the Pantheon think 
that the shooting of Maj. Dreyfus consoli- 
dated republican sentiment, and they evi- 
dently desire to see the incident die out as 
quickly as possible. 

On the other hand, the fury of the nacb 
alist papers is unboun L' Action Fran- 
caise fires a broadside which recalls the most 
exciting days of Dreyfus and Boulanger. At 
the head of its columns this newspaper 
prints a statement by Charles Maurras, 
which it is likely the authorities will investi- 
gate. In this article the writer says that 
on Wednesday night “a resolute patriot“ vis- 
ited M. Daudet and Lieut. Boisfleury, and 
himself offered to kill Dreyfus, but his pro- 
posal was rejected. A leading editorial in 
this paper appeals to the country to turn 
to the Duke of Orleans for redress, and con- 
cludes with these words: 

Do you desire that Zola’s body be ejected 
from the Pantheon? Do you desire to march 
Dreyfus to the execution block? a 0, invoke 
your king.”

: Cheek Use of Power at 
the Cataract. 


Rear Admiral Leaves Chamber 
Just Before the Explo- 
sion Occurs.

Ottawa, Ont., June 5.-A report by the in- 
ternational waterways commission was made 
to the Canadian parliament today. It deals 
with the effect on great lakes levels of the 
contemplated enlargement of the Chicago 
drainage canal; the preservation of the scenic 
beauty of Niagara Falls, and the exportation 
of power from Canada to the United States. 

The American and Canadian sections of the 
commission are unanimous in their findings. 

They advise stringent limitations on the 
amount of water which may be diverted by 
the Chicago canal and the amount to be di- 

verted to power purposes at Niagara. 


10,000 Feet Chicago Limit. 

In reference to the Chicago drainage canal 
the joint Commission recommends that the 
government of the United States prohibit the 
diversion of more than 10,000 cubic feet of 
Mater per second for the canal, that amount 
being considered sulficient for the sanitary 
purposes of the city for all time and proviacd 
ing for the largest navigable waterway from 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river,which 
has been considered by co 

The amount by which the mean level will 
be lowered by the dlecharge of 10,000 cybic 
feet through the canal is estimated at about 
gix inches in Lakes Huron and Michigan, 
and about five inches in Lake Erie, and four 
inches in Lake Ontario. 

‘Any further diversion, the commissioners 
gay, would mean the expenditure of a large 
gmount of money to restore depth in both 
American and Canadian harbors, and to 
maintain a uniform draft of fourteen feet 

in the Canadian canal system. 


Limit Power at Niagara. 


With respect to the proposai to erect a dam 
deer dams in the Niagara river with a view to 
maintaining the level of Lake Erie, the com- 
mission has agreed that no works would be 
- guthorised which would lower the levels in 
Late Ontario or the St. Lawrence river. 

- The commissioners make some important 8 
recommendations with regard to the question 
of power development at Niagara Falls and 
restriction of the amount of water to be 
taken on both sides of the falls by the various 
power companies. 
After briefly reviewing the history of the 
agitation to preserve the scenic effects of 
the falls, and 3 that 80 far only two 
companies in New York state and three on 
the Canadian side of the river have actually 
constructed works, the commissioners refer 
to the other proposed power development 
schemes on each side of the river, for which 
charters have been granted, under which 
water in unlimited quantities could have been 
—— at points above the falls. All these 
‘developments, the commissioners 
eile would affect more or less seriously the 
level of Lake Erie and ali are objectionable.

So far as the success of Joseph M. 
Brown over the present governor may be 


analyzed at this distance by aid of such 


evidence as comes to us, it appears to 
be a rebuff of the extreme anti-orpora- 
tion spirit of the latter and an expression 


of confidence in the wisdom of reason and 
moderation in dealing with institutions 


upon which so much of the growing popu- 
larity of the state depends. 

Fire eating is not as popular in the 
south as it was. Bailey of Texas, Davis 
of Arkansas, and Smith of Georgia can 
now all testify to that, and while the peo- 
ple of Georgia may be relied upon to 
take no step backward in the movement 
for the proper regulation of railroads, it 
is plain that they realize the folly if not 
the justice of a violent and demagogic 
policy toward them. 

The new south needs capital, needs 
transit facilities, needs organized enter- 
prise. It cannot afford to discourage the 
advent of these necessaries, though it is 
well that its people should be alert in 
guarding its own rights and conserving 
its own interests. That the great corpo- 
rate enterprises which the new south 
would develop and establish should bear 
their due burden of taxation and should 
submit themselves to a just surveillance 
and control showld be made secure by 
the people of the south. But two years 
of consideration and experience have 
taught Georgia that to stand at her open 
doors with a bludgeon is not the way to 
encourage any one to come in. 

Violence, even In the best of causes, is 
more likely to bring reaction than success. 
Real progress moves along the middle 
ground of a determined moderation. It is 
to be hoped that the progressive causes of 
the present day have settled into this well 
trodden path.

~ AXONY'S king Is decidedly unfortunate 
in the selection of instructors for his 
children. One of them, Prof. Andre 
Giron, employed as tutor of the young 
princess, insinuated himself to such 
an extent into the good graces of the frail 
and flighty mother of his royal pupila that 
she ended by eloping with him, thereby giving 
rise to one of the most sensational scandals 
of the reigning houses of Burope in this 
twentieth century. 

Among the successors of: Giron (who 16 
now comfortably married at Brussels, in the 
enjoyment of the honorarium paid to him by 
the relatives of the ex-crown princess of 
Saxony, as an inducement to leave her) is 
a French Prof. Gautier, who, like Giron, 
seems to have had his head turned by his 
surroundings at the court of Dresden. 

The other day he was brought home to the 
king’s suburban chateau of Wachwits in a 
hysterical condition, declaring the terrible 
wounds from which he wes suffering were 
the result of a mysterious armed attack upon 
him by three would-be assassins, and that he 
was the victim of some political conspiracy 
of the graveet import. 

The physicians, on examining hie injuries, 
found there were a number of slight wounds, 
barely more than scratches, on his left 
breast, which had apparently been produced 
by a penknife, and which did not in any way 
correspond with the much more serious 
rents in his coat, waistcoat, and shirt, which 
he declared had been wrought by the knives 
of the assaseins. 

This, of course, served to render doctors 
and police skeptical, and eventually it was 
brought to light that the professor was him- 
self the author of the injuries, and that he 
had devised the comedy to render himself an 

object of interest and attract a little more 
attention to himself on the part of the court, 
government, and society than he Had been re- 
ceiving. The whole affair was due to the 
overwhelming vanity of the foolish peda- 
@ogue, who, it is needless to say, has been 
not only dismissed, but likewise guided by the 
police beyond the frontiers of the kingdom 
with a warnifig of imprisonment, either in a 
jail or a lunatic asylum, if he returns. 

But one is tempted to ask one’s self what 
sort of education the future king of Saxony 
and his brothers are lable to get from 
mentors such as the unsavory Prof. Giron 
and the ridiculous Prof. Gautier, and what 
sort of influence guch men as these tutors are 


princes at the most impressionable period 
of the latter’s lives. 

It does certainly seem unfortunate that 
such poor judgment should be displayed in the 
choice of the teachers of the sons of the 
king.

The latter, by the bye, has inherited from 
his father and grandfather the odd and for- 
tunately rare affliction of being overtaken 
suddenly by sleep at all sorts of inconvenient 
moments. 

I mentioned in these letters the other day 
the part this strange malady played in the 
fortunes of the first Napoleon, especially at 
the battles of Leipsic and Waterloo, and in 
the career of that brilliant English soldier, 


sponsible for the disaster of Majuba Hill, in 
South Africa, which cost him hip life. 

I now have to add to the list of the victims 
of this ailment the name of the present king 
of Saxony, who is only 42 years old, and 
otherwise in perfect health, but who sud- 
denly falls asleep at state banquets in honor 
of foreign sovereigns, at reviews, when on 
horseback, at cabinet councils, ang last, but 
not least, in church. 

Sometimes, when receiving a foreign envoy 
in audience, he will de discovered in the act 
of gently slumbering on the thrond which is, 
to say the least, disconcerting. It is, indeed, 
a form of the mysterious sleeping sickness 
of Africa, though it is not mortal, and does 
not in any other way affect the general health 
of the patient.

Only two Irish peerages are open to female 
succession, the viscounty of ssereene, 
created in 1660, and now held by the twelfth 
Viscount Massereene, grandson, t 
mother, of the famous novelist Whyte Mel- 
ville, while the other ig the ancient barony 
of La Poer, a barony by writ, dating from 
1375, and forming part of the many digni- 
ties of the marquis of Watetford, head of 
the great Irish house of Beresford. 

The new Viscount Gormanston, who re- 
cently succeeded his father as fifteenth Vis- 
count Gormanston, and as premier viscount 
of Ireland, is therefore without any justi- 
fication in assuming among his honors the 
ancient barony of Birmingham, on the 
ground that the first Lord Gormasston, who 
was lord high chancellor of Ireland under 
Richard II., had married Margaret, the 
daughter of Walter de Birmingham. 

Walter de Birmingham's title and peer- 
age was not the barony of Birmingham, but 
the barony,of Athenry. Thomas Birming- 
ham, twenty-second Baron Athenry, and 
also earl of Louth, died in the eighteenth 
century. 

On his death the only heire in the male 
line of succession were the descendants of a 
younger brother of Richard Birmingham, 
sixteenth Lord Athenry. Thése were John 
Birmingham of Dalgan and Cloondargan, 
and Capt. John Birmingham of Ashgrove and 
Ballintava, who were cousins. 

John Birmingham made an effort to obtain 
the family honors by proving his descent. 
But as the procedure required to establish 
rights te such honors before the committee 
of privileges of the house of lords are ex- 
pensive, amounting to $100,000 to $150,000, he 
allowed the matter to drag on until his death 
without issue in ge 2 


That left his cousin, ge A, John Birming- 
ham of Ashgrove, above mentioned, as the 
sole heir. He was an officer of the Seventh 


duke of Kent (father of Queen Victoria), 
when that prince was colonel of the regi- 
ment. 

He made up his mind that the expense was 
too great to establish his rights to the barony 
of Athenry; all the more as there were no 
estates going with the peerage, and pre- 
ferred the Hife of an Irish country gentle- 
man. 

His son, Thomas Lynch Birmingham, was 
equally indifferent to the family honors in 


Lynch Birmingham, who died without male 
issue in 1879, at his place, Wood View, near 
Galway, the last of the ancient house of 
Birmingham in the male Une. 

This Edmund Lynch Birmingham left o 
sister, whose son, the Rev. Father Hugh A. 
O'Kelly, is rector of the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception at Streator, III. 

The only barony of Birmingham that I 
can find in the annals of the peerage was an 
English one which became extinct in the 
reign of Henry VII., through the death 
of the last peer of that name. 

Let me add that the earl of Dudley, the 
newly appointed governor of Australla, in- 
cludes among his English honors that of 
Lord Ward of Birmingham.

The incident related in a recent issue of Tun 
TRIBUNE, describing the suffering incurred by 
Edwin A. Kinney, an unfortunate cripple, as 
the result of his courtesy in surrendering his 
seat in a west side street car to a woman with 
a child in her arms, and the consequent 
loss of his crutch without any effort made by 
any able bodied passenger to recover it for 
him, forcibly illustrates a condition exist- 
ing in Chicago street cars that should bring 
a blueh of shame to the cheek of every decent 
and high minded citizen. While there are 
creditable exceptions to the general rule, 
with the average passenger on many of the 
street cars, when, by taking the car near 
the starting point during the rush hour of the 
evening he has been able to secure a seat, the 
feeling seems to be one of supreme indiffer- 
ence to the comfort of others, not excepting 
aged ladies or women with children in their 
arms. — absorbed in reading an 
evening paper or in joking with a companion, 
many a young man or boy who would be 
able to stand a whole afternoon to witness a 
football game, would seem unable to see his 
own grandmother if she stood before him. 

A young man from a southern city, noting 
this condition, in conversation with the writer 
some months since, referred to the striking’ 
contrast presented by the evidences of dis- 
courtesy and selfishness here, as compared 
with conditiona in some other cities. 

Past four score years of age, I neither 
ask nor expect any special courtesy on this 
accounit—and am seldom disappointed. The 
few courtesies extended more frequently 
come from young ladies or thoughtful girls, 
who have received some instruction in the 
line of politeness in their homes, than from 
any other class, but are not always accepted 
unless strongly insisted upon with assurance 
that they will soon have occasion to leave 
the car. But witnessing the indifference and 
neglect of ordinary courtesy so often mani- 
tested for the needs of elderly women and 
feeble men, it is often impossible to avoid 
a feeling of disgust and indignation as the 
result. The condition indicates a lack of 
proper education in the home and in the 
achools in reference to one of the most im- 
portant qualities which make up the human 
character. If the experience of Mr. Kinney, 
which appears to have resulted in imperlling 
hie life through the selfish indifference of men 
who wouid probably boast of their physical 
strength, should awaken a popular senti- 
ment on this subject and arouse a true con- 
ception of existing conditions, he may feel 
repaid for his suffefing.

More of the “Car Ahead" Nuisance. 

Chicago, June 5.—[ Editor of The Tribune]— 
Yesterday afternoon about 6:30 o'clock my 
wife, who is a delicate woman, boarded a 
north bound car in Clark street and found 
a seat in the trailer. She had waited pur- 
posely until the rush hour had somewhat 
passed, so that she might reach her home 
in Buena Park with some degree of com- 
fort. 

The two cars were, as usual, full. On 
reaching the car barns the passengers in 
the trailer were told that the trailer would 
not take them farther, and that they must 
all go into the forward car, which, with the 
patience of the Chicago public, they en- 
deavored to do. Some of them agile and 
robust, succeeded in getting inside the for- 
ward car. My wife with many others—in- 
cluding several other women—only got as far 
as the platform of the car, where they were 
densely packed in with men and jostled and 
subjected to all the discomforts and indigni- 
ties which such a crush of humanity in- 
volves, whether intentionally or not. 

My wife is not always patient to the point 
of silence under conditions involving such 
mistreatment by the car company and was 
told by a nearby woman in the same plight 
that the experience was a dally one; that 
the trailer was frequently or habitually. re- 
| moved from the train,at that point at that 
time of day and its, human contents jammed 
into the loaded car ahead. 

Now if there is a remedy for this sort 
of thing let us have it. 

In the state of New York I understand 
there is a public service commission created 
under powers conferred by recent legisla- 
tion, which commission is not only inter- 
ested in investigating accounts of such mal- 
treatment of the public as the one I have 
just related, but it investigates and reforms 
euch abuses. 

If such a thing as I have described hap- 
pened in New York City people would not 
go to the newspapers, nor hold . 
meetings. They used to, b ey have 
found a better way; they go the public 
service commission, which has a quick ear 
with which to listen and a strong arm with 
which to protect those who need protec- 
tion.

Above, the square minaret of 
the great mosque lifts its stone wrought gal- 
leries. A dilapidated castle, the old Mooris* 
citadel, crowns a height on the north. 

As we approached the shore in ene of the 
puntlike craft which carry travelers and lug- 
gage from the steamship thither, strange 


sights and sounds broke on our eye and ear. 


Ahead the ocean wag lashing the posts of the 
plier furiously and crashing into spray. The 
quay was piled high with the packing boxes 
and barrels that the French ship unloaded 
yesterday. At the lower landing cattle, 
game, poultry, eggs, and crates of garden 
produce were being embarked for the Gibral- 
tar market. Oxen were being lowered into 
boats by means of ropes attached to their 
horns. Protesting animale and wrangling 
people in outlandish garb were curiously in- 
termingled. The offshore wind carried to us 
the clamor of the throng, a wild jargon. 

Near at hand were scenes equally interest - 
ing and unfamiliar. Continually great scows 
zigzagged by, either shoreward or out to sed 
toward the departing steamers. A chorus of/ 
outeries from Moorish boatmen, a lowing of 
cattle, and a squawking of poultry mingled 
with the tumult of the waters.

We landed and became straightway a part 
of the confusion of the pler. Bare legged 
Tangerines, dressed in what appeared to be 
brown coffee sacks, slapped noisily about the 
wharf in heeless slippers, with an unre- 
strained clatter of tongues as they tried to 
make themselves heard above the ocean's 
uproar, A few Europeans varied the oriental 
crowd, as well ae Jewish guides, who looked 
like Spaniards. ' 

Bewildered, enchanted, I made my way to 
the nearby gate of the port. As soon as I 
left behind the turbaned customs officers 
there stationed I found myself in. the narrow 
main street of the city, sharing its meager 
highway with Europeans and True Believers, 
with donkeys and beggars, ail on their sep- 
arate business bent. I was jostled by War- 
thy Jews in black caftan and fes, by solemn 


Moslems who were resplendent in burnouses | 


and in turbans as gay as the yellow sandals 
wherewith they tattoo upon the pave- 
ment as they walked along. Some negro 
slaves were following close upon an Arab, 
whoge hair, worn in a short pigtail, looked 
Hke that of a Spanish bull fighter. A group 
of fierce Kabyles from a neighboring Berber 
village strode by. 

The tranquil, sleeping faces of the people, 
the pale, windowless walls along the street, 
the sky overhead unexpressive and inaccessi- 
ble, wove a spell over my imagination as I 
looked upon the scene. I seemed momentari- 
ly to become a part of it all, to be caught up 
in the outer web of fatalism. I felt myseif 
to be a bit of driftwood tossed upon a sea of 
chance, or rather had it not been for thought 
of you across the sea holding my freedom 
and my future in your small, white hands, I 
would have felt so; though “ Kismet and 
“Allah Akbah might be on my lips I held 
you closer than them in my heart.

As I went further up the avenue toward 
the Gate of the Sok the blank house walls 
gave way to open faced booths, within which 
Jewish and Moorish mercharts sat cross- 
legged, amoking long pipes of kief as they 
watched their wares.

In the place of honor, opposite 
the alcove arranged for guests, thé owner 
of the café, a man of high position in the 
state, sat on an old guitar, and

SPANISH JADE " (Doubleday, Page 

& Co.), Maurice Hewlett’s latest book; 

a story of Spain so characteristic, so 

full of the color and tone of Spanish life that 

it seems more Nike a painting—a splendid, 

tragic one by some lifelong Spaniard than 
the work of an Englishman. 

The Spaniard weaves no glamour about 
facts, apologize for nothing, extenuates noth- 
ing,” says Mr. Hewlett in his introduction. 
“One result of this is that Circumstance, 
left naked, is to be seen more often as a strong 
than as @ pretty thing; and another that the 
Englishman, inveterately a draper, is often 
horrified and occasionally heartbroken” 

And, true to the ideals of his art, Mr. Hew- 
lett, writing Spanish tragedy, has resisted 
tampering with the fact, naked, ugly per- 
haps—how could it be otherwise when it is 
the life of a wanton jade and the picture of a 
murder!—with the precisionof the true artist 
who sacrifices all and leaves the shudders 
of all that the purity of hie idealization, 
though set in mire, may be preserved. 

It is the Spain of fifty years ago in which 
Mr. Manvers, the traveling Englishman, 
comes unexpectedly to figure in a series of 
Gramatic events; in Spain “‘when gentle- 
men rode a-horseback between town and 
town, and followed the river bed rather than 
the road. A stranger then in the plains of 
Castile, Mr. Hewlett explains, was either 
a fool who knew not when he was well off 
or an unfortunate whose misery at home 
forced him afield.”” To this latter cause may 
be ascribed Mr. Manvers’ presence on the 
road between Palencia and Valladolid, with 
no more serious project in view than to die- 
cover the Pisuerga in the wood of La Huerca 
—m other words, to find a refreshing bath 
in the heat of the day. 

But in this tale Mr. Manvers comes later. 
Our firet glimpse of the tragedy must have 
no such cold, strange blot on the warmth 
of its passien and cruelty. 

Into the plain beyond Burgos, bestride an 
ass, rides a young man, carelesa, impudent, 
but bewitching; a song on his Mps and a 
flower in his hat, to all appearances a merry 
purpose in his going. 


“His name he would give you as Hetéban 
Vincaz—which it was not; his affair was 
pressing, pleasant, and pious. Of that he 
had no doubt at all. He wae intending the 
murder of a young woman.” 

But before he overtakes Manuela, his am- 
ca, who hes run away from him, Mr. Man- 
vere, riding in the same direction, but a 
few hours in advance, comes upon the young 
woman under unusual circumstances. She 
ait on a hillock, just outside the town gate, 
surrounded by half a dozen impudent, amor- 
ous tatterdemalione. Thus Mr. Manvers 
sees her and sets her down as a gypsy, albeit 
a beautiful, gold haired gypsy. 

“Suppose her of that sort you may see 
any day at a fair, jigging outside a booth 
in red bodi nd spangies, a waif, a little 
who-knows-who; suppose her pretty to death 
—what ie she even then but an iridescent bub- 
ble, as one might say, thrown up by some 
standing pool of vice, as filmy, nearly es 
fleeting, and quite as poisonous?” 

Mr. Manvers thus becomes quite senten- 
tious, gazing at this scene. The bullies are 
insolent’ and the girl, becoming desperate 
at last, turns tigress and uses her flerce 
strength to good purpose, precipitating 3 
wholesale scuffie of flying stones and fight- 
ing hands, with Mr. Manvere to the rescue, 
whip in hand. 

She is so helpless after it is all over—and 
so beautiful. It is not to be supposed that 
Mr. Manvers, gentleman and analyst, shall 
do aught elee than determine to take her 
to a convent, and, determining, assist 
her to mount his own horse and ride before 
him. And it is not to be supposed that Mr. 
Hewlett in giving us plain, unvarnished 
facts, Spanieh Hke, would hesitate to tell us 
of the kiss given by this reserved English- 
man to his fair companionashesays: “ You 
are a bewitching Christian, Manuela.“ 

He has shown symptoms of succumbing 
to the surcharged atmosphere when they 
are overtaken by a donkey and its rider— 
a young man with a flower in his hat, exceed- 
ingly bright eyes, and a cheerful grin. Man- 
vela seems to suffer a stroke from the sun, 
then becomes inecrutable, Estéban—for of 
course it is he—rides beside them, showing 
his fine teeth, taking evident delight in the 
girl’s terror, which he witnesses from the 
corner of his eye. 


Thus they soon reach the woods, and 
Manvers, intent on his swim in the Pisuerga, 
stops only long enough to spread out the 
contents of his haversack and bid his strange 
guests partake. 

His removal snapped a chain. These two 
persons became ‘themselves. 

„ Manuela, with eyes ablaze, strode over 
to Esteban. Well,’ she said. Tou have 
found me. What is your pleasure?’ 

„ He sat still on his donkey, watching her. 
He rolled himself a cigarette, still watch- 
ing, and as he lighted it looked at her over 
the flame. 

„ Speak, Esteban,“ she said, quivering: 
but he took two luxurious inhalations first, 
diecharged in dense columns through his nose. 
Then said, breathing smoke, ‘Lpave come 
to kill you, Manuele—from Pobledo in a 
day and a half. 

But when Manvers returns there are but 
the body of Estéban, still bleeding from a 
dagger wound, and the girl’s little crucifix— 
left for him. He soon learns from a priest 
to whom the girl has told all that Estéban 
had intended killing him on his return from 
the water, and that it wae to save his life 
that the tables had been turned in this way.

The publishers of THR WRITINGS OF 
JAMES MADISON " (G. P. Putnam’s Sons) 
have put etudents of the constitution of the 
United States under much obligation to them 
by issuing in separate form the third and 
fourth volumes of their comprehensive series. 
As “The Journal of the Constitutional Con- 
vention these two volumes are complete 
in themselves, They are exact reprints ex- 
cept as to the running title. The editorial 
introduction by Gaillard Hunt telle the story 
of the preparation of the notes by Mr. Madi- 
gon as a self-appointed reporter of the fa- 
mous convention, recounts how these notes 
eventually found their way into print in later 
days, and describes the comparisons which 
the editor made with other memoranda kept 
by members who were with Madison during 
the days of Gontests over the organic law 
of the new nation. A good index makes the 
booke readily available for study. 

Aa the people whe are able to purchase the 
larger collection of Madison's ‘‘ writings” 
are comparatively few, the advantage of the 
separate publication of these two volumes on 
a ‘special subject is apparent. In these days 
or shorthand reporting every word spoken 
in such a gethering is faithfully set down, 
If there had been facilities of this sort in 
1787 much valuable material for the stu- 
dent of today would be at hand. Feiling this 
there always will be gratitude that Madison 
took the paine he did in his daily account of 
the principal points made in the debates. His 
„Journal will remain the principal source 
of information, about the proceedings of the 
constitutional vention. 


The Rev. John R. Deering in a mall vol- 
ume called “ LEE AND HIS CAUSE ” (The 
Neale Publishing company) explains the 
why and how of the war between the states. 
He writes from the standpoint of a confed- 
erate veteran. He belongs to the old school 
and indicates hie earnest desire to have the 
viewpoint of members of that old school 
clearty set forth. His expressed theory is 
that the history of the future is likely to tell

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| TREVENA’S CORNISH STORY 
| IS PART IDYL AND PART 
‘MELODRAMA. | 


An Imposing Literary Manner 
Rather Than the Plot Is the Book's 
Claim to Excellence. 


OHN TRBEVENA, the author of a num- 
ber of novels, has undertaken that 
test -of endurance, the trilogy. In 
the introduction to “FURZE THE 
CRUEL,” the first of the proposed 

trinity, he says: “ Almost everywhere on 
Dartmore (the tale is located in Corn- 
wall) are furse, heather, and granite. 
The furse seems to suggest cruelty, the 
heather endurance, and the granite strength. 
The furze is destroyed by fire, but grows 
again; the heather is torn by winds, but 
blossoms again; the granite is worn away 
imperqeptibly by the rain“ This work is the 
first of a proposed trilogy, which the author 
hopes to continue and complete with 
Heather and Granite.“ 

It is a curious idea, this, of making a human 
being stand as the impersonation of a product 
of the vegetable or the mineral kingdom, and 
I may perhaps be pardoned for say- 
ing that the device seems to me 
to be a ehildish one. It is suf- 
ficiently irritating te compel] a character to 
impersonate a particular viceor tendency, as 
Moliére and Balzac have a way of doing, 
without forcing one inte the yet more un- 
natural state of representing a quality sug- 
gested by a stone or a shrub. 

However, such considerations are of minor 
importance. The question is, what is the 
character of the tale? This is not so easy to 
make plain as might be supposed. By way of 
classification it might be said that Mr. 
Trevena is of the Hardy school. Or at least 
he would be if he had not also a touch of Mr. 
Meredith. At any rate, he has produced a 
story which ia now idyl and now melodrama, 
all about a heroine without any father or 
mother, who is named Boodles, and a hero 
with a father and mother much in evidence 
named Aubrey Bellamie. Boodles has fig- 
ured almost from the beginning of her senti- 
mental career as the foster-deaughter of an 
amiable old man called Weevil, whom she 
makes almost impossibly happy with her 
gayety and capability and sweetness. 

These diverse beings are set, so to speak, 
in the center of the Cornish landscape, and 
round about them ts made to epring up many 
grotesque, whimsical, and terrible human 
creatures. The worst and most menacing of 
these is one Pendoggat—the character in- 
tended to impersenate the cruel and inde- 
etructible furse. 


Being, as it is, a story with a plot, and that 
a complicated one, it would be at once 
laborious and unfair to give a résumé of it. 
It ig therefore necessary to content oneself 
with the statement that the tale isan intense 
one, and to no little extent a murky one as 
well, Characters which are as much a part 
of the earth as if they had emerged from the 
ancient tors of Cornwall play their significant 
part lin the unwinding of the tortuous plot. 
And opposed to these are the bright heroine 
and hero, who may almost be said to rival 
Ruth and Richard in that story of infinite 
promise and inconsequent heartbreak, Mr. 
Meredith's Richard Fe el.“ 

All does at last end hé ly in spite of the 
trigedies by the way; bu. carefully planned 
though the plot is, it is not the tale alone, but 
a certain gravity of development—a sort of 
imposing literary manner~—which really gives 
the story its claim to excellence. I still ad- 
here, however, to my statement that a trilogy 
of novels seems formidable.
